Jffesslua Half Destroyed. 


The report as to the calamity at 


Messdna, brought by the 
gunboat 


Spiga, was confirmed at a late hour. 
Messina is half destroyed, all is ruins 
and death. 


No news hg-s up to now been re- 


ceived from 'Reggio, which is ou the 
other side of the Straits just oppo- 
site Mestna. 


The first news of the fact that 


Messina had been destroyed by the 
earthquake reached the MJniatry of 
the Interior,. tlutnk» to the efforts of 


a Messina offici.il, \vho, ha\ ing es- 
caped the dis-a'sLer, managed to get 
on a raiKvav engine and proceeded 
to a village eighteen miles from the 
destro; eel town, where he was able 
to pick up telegraphic communica- 
tion and oventiuiily get the news to 
the mainland, where ii was forward- 
ed to Rome. 


In connection with the disaster it 


is pointed out that M'essina is built 
around the mouth of an extinct vol- 
cano, which now forms the port.

around the month of an extinct vol- 
cano, which, now forms the port.
